To  My  Friends  and  Patrons 


NOTHER  year  of  this  life  has  just  rolled  away,  and  one  of  the 
worst  years  for  the  producer  of  strawberry  plants  that  was  ever 
known.  Long  extreme  drouth  in  the  early  part  of  summer  did 
much  damage  to  berry  plants  fields,  and  to  cap  off  this  extreme, 
we  had  a long  dry  fall,  with  so  little  rainfall  that  many  plants 
never  rooted.  So  the  plant  crop  is  the  shortest  ever  known, 
north,  south,  east  and  west,  and  the  prices  will  rule  a little  higher  than 
common,  but  none  too  high,  taking  the  high  cost  of  every  other  article 
grown,  or  for  sale.  My  stock  consists  at  this  time  of  the  varities  herein 
listed.  Along  early  in  the  season  we  had  a small  stock  of  a full  line,  but 
owing  to  the  conditions  all  varieties  are  sold  out  excepting  the  ones  herein 
listed.  We  have  a fair  stock  of  all  of  these  varieties  yet  on  hands,  can  do 
Aroma  and  Klondike  by  the  million. 

EARLY  ORDERS.  I advise  everyone  to  place  orders  early  and  we  will 
ship  them  as  near  the  date  you  mention  as  we  can  do  so.  Where  your 
order  is  placed  early  you  have  the  advantage  of  knowing  you’ll  get 
just  what  you  order. 

PACKING.  We  do  most  all  our  packing  in  light  slatted  crates  made  for 
the  business  by  our  box  factory.  We  use  plenty  of  good  damp  packing 
moss  and  they  should  reach  you  in  good  condition,  anywhere  in  the  United 
States.  We  make  no  charges  for  packing  or  for  packages,  the  prices  quoted 
are  for  packages  free  of  charge.  The  same  with  mail  orders — all  packing 
done  free.  But  on  mail  orders  we  pay  postage.  All  orders  from  100  plants 
down  go  by  mail. 

SHIPPING  SEASON.  We  can  ship  orders  out  most  any  time  through  the 
winter,  but  weather  conditions  as  they  come  will  cause  delays  in  ship- 
ments in  the  months  of  January  and  February,  but  most  times  it  is  not 
for  many  days.  We  continue  to  ship'  plants  up  to  April  10th.  After  that 
date  we  do  not  care  to  ship  any  more,  owing  to  lateness  of  season  and  other 
rushing  work  on  our  hands  at  that  time.  We  dig  and  trim  and  tie  twenty-six 
plants  in  a bunch  and  pack  in  nice  damp  moss,  and  they  should  reach  you 
in  good  fresh  condition  anywhere  in  the  United  States. 

HOW  WE  DIG  OUR  PLANTS.  We  dig  up  all  the  rows,  throwing  away 
all  small,  weak  plants,  and  old  mother  plants.  You  get  nothing  but 
good,  strong,  well  rooted  plants  from  Bauer.  We  use  forked  hoes  in 
digging  plants,  which  gives  you  all  the  roots,  and  this  way  of  digging  them 
is  the  best  for  good  plants. 

TERMS.  Cash  with  orders  at  all  times,  or  one-half  cash,  balance  will 
come  C.  O.  D.  We  pay  cash  for  what  we  buy  and  we  must  ask  the 
same  of  our  patrons.  Remit  by  bank  draft,  postoffice  money  order 
or  express  money  order.

Description  of  Varieties 


Improved  Knondike.  We  have  as  fine  a lot  of  plants  from  this  variety  as  was 

ever  grown. 


OWING  to  long  dry  summer  and  strong  demand,  we  have  sold  out  on  all  other 
varieties  but  the  ones  here  listed.  We  can  do  most  any  of  these  varieties  in 
large  orders,  Klondike  and  Aroma  in  million  lots  where  wanted.  In  lots  from 
25  up  to  100  they  come  postpaid;  in  lots  from  250  up  they  go  express,  collect. 


EXCELSIOR.  Per.  This  is  the  very 
earliest  berry  grown  and  one  that  will 
give  the  very  best  satisfaction  of  any 
grown.  It  is  in  a class  by  itself  for  an 
early  berry  and  is  a good  colored  berry, 
firm  and  a good  shipper.  The  plants 
make  freely  and  they  are  one  of  the  very 
best  to  stand  hot  dry  summers.  We 
have  had  ripe  Excelsior  berries  at  Christ- 
mas many  time’s.  In  the  extreme  south 
this  berry  will  pay  well,  for  it  is  so  much 
earlier  than  others  that  it  will  come  on 
in  a time  to  command  the  highest  prices. 

ST.  LOUIS.  Per.  This  berry  is  sec- 
ond to  the  Excelsior.  That  is,  it  ripens 
its  crop  next  to  the  Excelsior.  Berry  is 


large  to  very  large  and  plants  make 
freely,  and  they  are  well  rooted,  making 
strong  plants.  In  planting  this  berry 
you  get  a very  fine  berry  for  home  use 
and  home  markets.  They  command  the 
very  highest  market  prices  at  all  times, 
lots  of  times  selling  for  twice  as  much 
as  smaller  berries.  They  have  a very 
fine  flavor.  Originated  by  me  eight 
years  ago,  and  it  has  given  the  best  of 
satisfaction  the  United  States  over. 

KLONDIKE.  Per.  The  berry  that  is 
grown  all  over  the  Southwest  and  South. 
For  a carlot  shipper  it  is  a good  seller 
and  commands  the  highest  prices  in  its 
season.  It  ripens  about  a week  after  St.
